THE CHINA BIAIL. 


HONGKONG, MonpAy, DEO. 1, 1879, 


A FEW days ago wo referred to the agita- 
tion which had been caused by the expo- 


‘sure; made by Colonel Mosby, U.S, Con- 


sul of Hongkong, of the irregularities 
which had found their way into the con- 
duct of tho Consulate during: the’ last 
seven or eight years, It would seem 
that, in his capacity of Commissioner to 
investigate on behalf of the State De- 
partment, the present Consul’s researches 
are still going on, and that unfortunately 
the end of the investigation has not.yet 
been reached. Of course, as wo’ have 
already stated, no defence has yet been 
raised by those charged’ with the ircegu- 
larities alleged ; and although it would 
be rash and unfair to brand any’ one 
before trial, it ia passing strange that no 
contradiction or’ explanation ‘has ‘been 
vouchsafed in regard to recent official

and the imagination had to do a deal of 
work in conjuring up pfctnres of con- 
spiratora, attendants, do, dc. Surely the 
military aspirants to histriontc fame who 
assisted the English Opera Company, or 
their successors, are available for super- 
numeraries! The expense could only be 
small, and the effect of picturesque group- 
ing would much. improve the various 
operatic representations. Tho three po- 
pular choristera are cortatnly ubiquitous, 
but it fs not dramatically correct for even 
these Interesting histrions to ‘appear in 
half a dozen characters ia the same opera, 
although they do occasionally change thelr 
ralment, in order to- vary the monotony 
In Saturday night’s opera, the King of 
Spain surprised (aud fs supposed to have 
surrounded) the conspirators, accompanied 
by only one man, and the effect was rather 
ludicrous, Half a dozen ‘soldiers would 
much improve the tableaux“of every opera, 
and we commend our suggestion to Signor 
Oagll’s conafderation.

tloned by Dr. Barolay, surgeon of the stea- 
mer, in replying to questions put to him by 
the Netherlands Oonsul, as having been an 
intimate friend of the late Mr Pistorius, 
Ymust, in justice to myself and in order to 
remove from the mind of his relations and 
many friends in Japan, Singapore, and 
Molland, the paafal impression which Dr, 
Barolay’s statement must produce, Tequest 
you to be good’ enough to allow me apace 
in your much respected paper to contradict 
Dr. Barolay’s statement, first of my having 
accompanied Mr Pistorius on board, and: 
secondly of not having suggested to bim 
that he should be left bebind, and to give 
® correct account of the share I had in his 
having been taken away from hero in a 
dying condition and being allowed to die 
on board the Malacca, only one hour sfter 
she left this harbour with no friend near 
him in bis last moments.
